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Calls to repair all of 
town’s worst potholes

NEWMARKET Town Council is 
calling on the county council to 
take action and repair the potholes 
plaguing the town’s roads, ahead of 
the celebrations planned to mark 
350 years of horseracing. 

Councillors have decided to 
compile a list of the worst potholes 
in the town and take it to Suffolk 
County Council to ask for action. 

Town clerk Isabelle Barrett is 
leading the call - and said a total of 
21 potholes had already been iden¬ 
tified. 

She said the town council re¬ 
ceived “at least one call a week” 
from residents complaining about 
the road surface. 

At a meeting of the town council’s 
community services committee on 
Monday, councillors were asked to 
compile a list of the worst holes in 
their wards. 

Isabelle said: “I drive regularly 
around Newmarket as the town 
clerk and I have seen a lot of pot¬ 
holes all over the place. There are 
some really vicious ones. 

“I think rather than doing it ad- 
hoc and with it being such a big 
year for Newmarket with the 350 
celebrations and the opening of 
the museum, we should be taclding 



them all.” 

Mrs Barrett said that with the new 
station improvements, cleaning up 
of the High Street bins and plant¬ 
ers, it was only right to deal with the 
road surface too. 

She added: “We are all trying very 
hard to give a nice, clean, positive 
image of Newmarket for this big 
year to come and I just feel like the 
potholes will let it down.” 


Among the worst ones identified 
so far include those in Birdcage 
Walk, Studlands Park, Exeter Road 
and Bury Road. 

Cllr Warwick Hirst agreed action 
was needed. 

He told the News : “I just went 
over a big one in Exeter Road. There 
is a problem and it can be worse for 
two wheeled users like me. 

“People should feel like it is being 


tackled properly as some are dread¬ 
ful.” 

Robin Millar, district and county 
councillor for Newmarket, has al¬ 
ready arranged for the potholes on 
Bury Road to be repaired on March 
21 . 

He said: “There is a problem with 
potholes across the country and 
Newmarket is not unique in that. 

“I know that the county council 


are looking very carefully at tack¬ 
ling the pothole problem with in¬ 
novative roadworks which would 
involve shutting roads for only 
short times. 

“I would be only too happy to 
raise this with the county council 
highways engineers and see if there 
is a way to approach the problem.” 

A spokeswoman for Suffolk 
County Council said: “We welcome 
information about potholes on our 
roads as potholes and other defects 
can happen very fast, and we may 
not know about them. 

“We do carry out regular safety 
inspections on the roads we are 
responsible for, to find and repair 
potholes as our aim is to make 
roads safe and accessible. 

“Potholes and other defects may 
occur between inspections - par¬ 
ticularly following freezing condi¬ 
tions when water in the road freez¬ 
es and expands, cracking the road 
surface. 

“There are currently works under 
way to repair approximately 2,500 
potholes in Suffolk through the 
government’s Pothole Challenge 
Fund so repairing potholes in one 
area may not be a priority as our re¬ 
sponse to potholes will depend on 
several factors, including location, 
size and risk the pothole poses to 
public safety.”

Accused said 
jihadi was ‘hero’ 


AN alleged Islamic extrem¬ 
ist regarded a British jihadi 
killed in a drone strike in Syr¬ 
ia as a “hero”, a court heard. 

Delivery driver Junead 
Khan, 25, is said to have 
planned a terror attack on 
British or American military 
personnel in East Anglia. 

After his arrest last July de¬ 
tectives found he had shared 
a number of images associ¬ 
ated with Islamic State (IS) 
with others onWhatsApp. 

One image was an article 
with the headline “Exclusive: 
West can’t defeat IS”, which 
featured an interview with 
Abu Rahin Aziz - also known 
as Abu Abdullah al-Britani. 

Cross-examining at King¬ 
ston Crown Court, prosecu¬ 
tor Max Hill QC said to Khan: 
“You knew exactly what it 
was because you wrote ‘ar¬ 
ticle in mainstream maga¬ 
zine about Abu Rahin Aziz’, 
someone who is, or was, a

hero to you.” 

Khan told jurors that he 
knew Aziz from Luton, and 
knew he had travelled to Syr¬ 
ia to fight for IS. 

Mr Hill continued: “When 
his death by drone strike was 
announced in early July last 
year... you regarded him as a 
hero.” 

The defendant replied: 
“Hero in the sense that he 
was fighting and defending 
innocent civilians.” 

Khan is charged alone with 
making preparations for at¬ 
tacking military personnel in 
the UK, which he denies. 

He is on trial alongside his 
uncle, Shazib Khan, 23, with 
whom he is jointly charged 
with making preparations to 
travel to Syria to fight for IS. 


The pair deny engaging in 
conduct in preparation of 
terrorist acts. 

It is alleged that Junead 
Khan talked about carrying 
out a Lee Rigby-style terror 
attack on US soldiers outside 
military bases in Britain. 

He is said to have de¬ 
scribed creating a road ac¬ 
cident involving vehicles 
carrying American military 
personnel, weeks after driv¬ 
ing past bases operated by 
the US in East Anglia, pros¬ 
ecutors claim. 

But during cross-exami¬ 
nation he claimed that as a 
Briton living in this country 
he was bound to follow the 
“peaceful agreement” and 
Islam did not allow him to 
“attack the people of the 
country that I am living in”. 

However, he conceded 
that he supported the estab¬ 
lishment of an Islamic state. 
The trial continues.

RACING 

Betting levy to 
close loophole 


RACING staff in Newmar¬ 
ket will benefit from a new 
betting levy, the British 
Horseracing Authority has 
said this week. 

The government an¬ 
nounced in parliament last 
week they would be replac¬ 
ing the current Horseracing 
Betting Levy to close a “sig¬ 
nificant loophole”. 

The loophole has allowed 
some betting operators to 
avoid making contributions 
to horseracing from the in¬ 
creasing amount of remote 
and offshore betting. 

A new funding mecha¬ 
nism is aimed to be intro¬ 
duced by April 2017 and will 
mean a “fair contribution” is 
received from betting opera¬ 
tors, despite a shift towards 
remote and offshore betting. 

John Whitingdale, secre¬ 
tary of state for culture, me¬ 
dia and sport, announced 
the change in parliament. 

He said: “We will create a 
level playing field for British- 
based and offshore gambling 
operators and ensure a fair 
return from all bookmakers 
to racing, including those 
based offshore.

“Racing will be responsi¬ 
ble for making decisions on 
spending the new fund and 
we will be making further 
announcements shortly.” 

The BHA believes the sport 
misses out on £30 million a 
year because of an increase 
in people betting online. 

The news has been wel¬ 
comed by West Suffolk MP 
Matthew Hancock. 

He said: “I am delighted 
that progress is continuing 
to be made on sustainable 
funding for the horseracing 
industry. 

“Racing touches the lives 
of millions, is the nation’s 
second most watched sport, 
supports over 85,000 jobs 
including many in Newmar¬ 
ket, and has a huge impact 
on our economy and our 
trade. 

“Yet its finances have been 
hampered by an outdated 
Levy system for some time. 

“Today’s news is a step for¬ 
ward, and we need to make 


progress fast in obtaining 
European clearance and in 
restoring the yield to sus¬ 
tainable levels soon.” 

Nick Rust, chief executive 
of the BHA, said it was a “tru¬ 
ly historic” announcement. 

He said: “The new fund¬ 
ing model will ensure a fair 
transfer of funding to British 
racing based on all betting 
activity on the sport. 

“In the longer term, this 
means greater financial se¬ 
curity for the sport, a plat¬ 
form for growth, a huge 
boost to our participants 
and more certainty for the 
tens of thousands of people 
who rely on racing for their 
livelihoods. 

“We look forward to work¬ 
ing with the government on 
the details of these propos¬ 
als and to make sure the 
implementation timetable 
they have announced is 
achieved.” 

Stephen Atkin, chief ex¬ 
ecutive of the Racecourse 
Association, said the levy 
would provide “stability and 
an incentive to racecourses 
and horsemen to invest in 
the sport for the long term”.

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DESERVING causes from Newmar¬ 
ket have picked up their cheques for 
funding, thanks to voters at the New¬ 
market Festival. 

A total of 103 people attended 
the Awards in 2014 where they were 
asked to vote for the organisations 
they thought most deserved funds 
raised throughout 2015 from the 
committee. 

The Friends of Newmarket Library 
achieved 41 votes and received £500. 
The money raised will be going to¬ 
wards mobile shelving, allowing the 
library to become more of a commu¬ 
nity space. 

Rachel Wood, from the Friends 
of Newmarket Library, said: “This 
£500 will pay for most of two mobile 
shelves and means we can have a 
brand new community space. We’re 
going to have a far more flexible 
space for the community to use. 

“This will energise us to do more 
children’s activities and art show 
streamings like live theatre and 
things. It will be wonderful.” 

The Young NOMADS group took 
29 votes and are set to receive £1,500 
for the cost of small productions. 

Eric Maguire, chairman of the 



Young NOMADS, said: “This is for 
children ages nine to 18 who come 
through the ranks of the theatre to 
improve their skills in acting and all 
theatre work. They change dramati¬ 
cally in terms of their confidence 
and their ability to speak in front of 
people. They are great skills for life.” 

Local ballroom dancer Manon 
Davies received 19 votes and took 
away £500 to go towards her dance 
training costs. 

The Long Road student said: “The 
money is going to be used for an in¬ 
ternational dance competition in 
Blackpool in May and any expenses 
for lessons and training that comes 
from that.” 

Manon has been dancing for sev¬ 


en or eight years and said she finds 
it “really rewarding”. She is looking 
forward to practising with her new 
partner for the competition. 

Finally, GATEOPENER received 
14 votes from attendees and will 
be using the £500 they received to 
continue their charity work helping 
disabled people in the area. Kathie 
Butcher said: “The money is going 
to be used to help us continue our 
work.” 

Christine Boyd, has been involved 
with GATEOPENER since she suf¬ 
fered a stroke. The organisation is 
helping her put together an appli¬ 
cation for a dropped kerb near her 
home so she can use her mobility 
scooter. 

Other organisations not at the 
presentation also received awards. 

Newmarket Kidzone, Newmarket 
Day Centre, Burwell Table Tennis 
Club and Newmarket Scouts were 
each given £250 to go towards their 
various projects. 

The SPICE Guides, Newmarket 
Under 13 Girls football team, Ormis- 
ton Children and Families Trust and 
the Anglia Community Leisure Street 
Sports project received a total of 
£5,000 between them, and the New¬ 
market Cycling and Triathlon Club 
received £500 for their help with the 
Newmarket Hilly.

Drivers' drugs tests deemed a success by police 


NEW drugs tests for drivers have 
been hailed a success by police in 
Suffolk. 

Last Wednesday marked a year 
since the roadside drug tests were 
first introduced for drivers who po¬ 
lice believed were under the influ¬ 
ence of drugs. 

New legislation on March 2, 2015, 
made it illegal to drive with certain 
drugs above a certain level in the 
blood, even if the driver is not unfit 


to drive. 

The new devices allowed officers 
to carry out roadside tests on drivers 
suspected of being under the influ¬ 
ence of cannabis and cocaine and 
work by testing a saliva swab. 

Working together, in December 
2015 Suffolk and Norfolk police con¬ 
ducted 91 drug tests, with 28 positive 
tests, and in January, 67 drug tests 
were conducted with nine positive 
tests. 


Chief Inspector Kristin Barnard, 
head of the roads policing unit in 
Norfolk and Suffolk, said: “Although 
we are only seeing a minority of 
drives in the counties driving under 
the influence of drugs, it is still put¬ 
ting other road users at risk of a seri¬ 
ous collision or even fatality. 

“The new laws have made it easier 
for officers to tackle drug drivers, be¬ 
cause there is a prescribed legal limit 
for substances.”

Laser pointed 
at fighter jet

A £20 MILLION US Air Force 
(USAF) fighter jet was target¬ 
ed by someone using a laser 
pointer last week. 

The laser was ‘directed’ 
at a F-15E Strike Eagle jet 
near RAF Lakenheath last 
Wednesday, causing the air 
crew to be “momentarily 
disorientated”. 

A spokeswoman for RAF 
Lakenheath said the laser 
was shone at the fighter jet 
when it came in to land. 

The spokeswoman said: 
“While it did appear to be 
coming from the ground, it 
wasn’t flashed into our pilot’s 
eyes. 

“The aircrew saw what 
they recognised to be a laser 
reflecting off the aircraft. 

“If you can imagine a laser 
pointer, that’s what our crew 
saw, only it was amplified in 
intensity and size. 

“They were on a training 
mission.” 

The base said that they 
investigate every “ground- 


based laser incident” and 
immediately notified the 
Ministry of Defence, who 
dispatched a patrol to the 
location where the laser was 
spotted. 

A USAF spokeswoman 
added: “Aiming a laser at an 
aircraft is a serious risk to 
flight safety and many high- 
powered lasers can com¬ 
pletely incapacitate pilots 
while flying. 

“The irresponsible or 
malicious use of lasers can 
threaten the lives of air¬ 
crew, passengers, and even 
individuals on the ground 
should it result in an aircraft 
crash. 

“Not only does the misuse 
of laser devices pose a seri¬ 
ous threat to aviation safety, 
but it is also a criminal of¬ 
fence.” 

In 2014 the UK Civil Avia-

tion Authority registered 
1,442 reports of laser beams 
being directed at planes and 
helicopters. 

A month ago the British 
Airline Pilots Association 
said laser pointers should be 
classed as offensive weap¬ 
ons. 

Last year a British Airways 
pilot was left with damage to 
his eyesight after a ‘military 
strength’ laser was shone 
into the cockpit of his plane 
while landing at Heathrow. 

In 2010 a law was passed in 
the UK that allows offenders 
to be charged with ‘shining 
a light at an aircraft in flight 
so as to dazzle or distract the 
pilot’. 

A person may be found 
guilty of ‘reckless endanger- 
ment’ and sent to prison if 
the distraction or dazzle is 
serious.

ON arriving at school, the pupils were 
appalled to see that the hedge and 
trees in the car park had been cut 
back to inches above ground level, 
with no prior warning or explanation. 
These rows of mature trees were just 
not there anymore. No wonder the 
children were concerned, having 
been taught how important trees are 
to all of us. 

Upon further investigation, it seems 
that the destruction was caused by 
the stage being set for the Eastern 
Gateway Approach Road. 

This is intended to serve one of 
the new mixed developments in 
Soham, which is part of the Local 
Development Plan; the plan was 
drawn up a few years ago by East 
Cambs District Council, amid 
much "Consultation" with the local 
community. 

It showed three slightly different 
developments all covering the same 
area of allotment and farmland, with 
densities of housing 35-45 dwellings 
per hectare. 

ECDC's definition of "consultation" 
must be different from mine, as it 
just seems to mean that they told 
the community what they intended 
to do, and did not act on comments 
received. I am not aware of which, 
if any, of the 3 options they settled 
for, nor whether their choice was 
publicised. 

Children are not dropped off, they 


are escorted into the playground, so 
traffic will be held up by cars parked 
along the approach road, and along 
nearby streets just as they are now. 
Any so-called "dropping-off" areas 
will be taken up by short-term 
parking, not fleeting "drop-offs". 
Much extra traffic will be generated 
both by the influx of vehicles from 
the bypass, and from the new higher- 
density housing developments on 
the former allotments and adjoining 
farmland. Parents from the new 
development will not always walk 
their children to schoo... they will 
park along the road like all the other 
drivers. Those parents and children 
walking from the established northern 
area will have to cross this busy road 
to get to the school. 

Have any plans been drawn up for a 
pelican crossing? 

With the inexorable expansion of 
the town, safe walking and cycling 
routes to school should be a priority. 
At present, the route along the back 
of the school provides a traffic-free 
access to the back gate. 

What will happen to that when the 
playing field is re-sited? Where will 
the back gate be? Presently, many 
cars park in the roads at the back of 
the school, so can we expect further 
traffic jams and jostling for parking 
spaces in this area too. 

Local residents are already fed 
up with the situation, so are any 
improvements being considered 
here? 

Then there is the increase in exhaust 
fumes which must be expected from 


this extra traffic. 

As you can see, from my limited 
viewpoint, the detail of the proposed 
development is still an unknown 
quantity. The maps from the 
consultation period are vague at best. 
Why have we not been shown the 
latest plans to prepare us for the 
changes to come? 

No doubt the "great and good" know 
all about it, but we at the bottom of 
the food chain are left wondering. 

The answers to all the above 
questions must be made public 
before any further action is taken to 
develop this part of Soham, in order 
to reassure the townspeople that 
they will not subjected to the kind 
of incompetence which has been a 
feature of previous developments. 

I cannot be alone in my misgivings 
about the whole ECDC expansion 
plan, especially now that the prospect 
of a new station in the town seems 
virtually non-existent. 

Oh, just one other thing.Has no 

no-one thought of the effect that the 
development will have on our ancient 
commons? This concrete and Tarmac 
idyll is to be squeezed in between 
two areas of precious wildlife habitat, 
namely Qua Fen and East Fen 
Commons. 

Soham's forebears fought to retain 
these areas as common ground nearly 
400 years ago, and now they are in 
danger of being swamped by these 
"civilising" housing developments.

Lack of nurses 
a real problem 

WORKING in any environment 
experiencing staff shortages can be 
incredibly challenging and have 
potentially serious consequences. 

This is particularly true of nursing. 
New figures, obtained through 
Freedom of Information requests, 
suggest there were more than 
23,400 nursing vacancies in the NHS 
in England, Wales and Northern 
Ireland as of 1 st December last year. 
This is the equivalent to 9% of the 
workforce. 

This is no surprise to the Royal 
College of Nursing. Nursing posts are 
often the first target when savings 
need to be made, leading the NHS 
to find itself dangerously short and 
having to spend more on agency staff 
and recruitment from other countries. 
The UK is not training enough nurses 
to meet our needs and changes to 
student funding are yet another threat 
to future staff numbers. 

The consequences are felt by nursing 
staff and patients alike. 

Tackling the problem is made no 
easier because vacancies are no 
longer collected, held or published 
centrally so we could effectively 
assess workforce gaps nationally. 

The gap between NHS staff needed 
and staff available must now be 
reduced as a matter of urgency.

The approval came de¬ 
spite concerns about the 
flats being built in a conser¬ 
vation area and questions 
surrounding whether the 
building could be used for a 
community venture. 

The Doric Centre commit¬ 
tee, who wanted the building 
to be turned into a cinema 
and soft play area, had man¬ 
aged to get the building list¬ 
ed as an asset of community 
value - but councillors still 
said they would welcome the 
flats after years of issues with 
De Niro’s. 

Cllr James Lay said resi¬ 
dents of The Avenue had 
long experienced issues 
with clubbers. And Cllr Chris 
Barker said: “I think it’s more 
than just The Avenue that 
would be glad to get rid of De 
Niro’s. [The problem] goes 
through the whole town.” 

However, Cllr Simon Cole 
urged councillors to look at 
another use for the site. He 
said: “This is a very pivotal 
point in Newmarket. What I 
would like to see is this going 
back to a cinema. I think it is

for what it could be - a nice 
cinema.” 

Despite this, eight coun¬ 
cillors voted for the scheme 
to be approved while three 
voted against it.

BEES are the inspiration for 
a new Cambridgeshire cider 
- and you’re not likely to for¬ 
get its name in a hurry. 

First there was Monk and 
Disorderly, then there was 
Virgin on the Ridiculous 
and Spinney Abbey Farm’s 
latest cider is Nun Beehav¬ 
ing Badly. 

The men behind the ci¬ 
ders are friends Jonny Fuller, 
who owns Spinney Abbey, 
based in Wicken, and Jonny 
Watkins, who lives in Soham 
and works at the farm. 

Jonny, who is also a cattle, 
sheep and pig farmer, said: 
“Nun Beehaving Badly is 
sweetened with honey. It is 
inspired by my late grand¬ 
father, Thomas Fuller who 
died on Christmas Day, 
1977. 

“He loved bee keeping 
and used to keep more than 
20 hives. I started last year 
with a couple of hives and 
now have six. 

“I find bees amazing and 
I am constantly surprised by 
their intelligence the more I 
learn about them.” 

Monk and Disorderly was 
launched four years ago, 
and has won numerous 
awards, including Champi¬ 
on Cider at the annual Nor¬ 
wich Beer Festival. 

It is named after a mur¬ 
dered monk believed to 
haunt the farm. Jonny said: 
“We press the cider just a 
stone’s throw from the most 
haunted spot on the farm 
where the most recent ghost 
sighting occurred last sum¬ 
mer. 

“It is also believed that 
this is the site where the pri¬ 
or was murdered, possibly 
having his head chopped off 
by three of his own canons 
on May 12, 1403.” 

Jonny, who lives on the 
farm with his wife, Tam- 
sind Duffety-Fuller, his son, 
Robert, 2, and his step¬ 
daughter, Georgina, 9, hit 


the headlines in 2013 when 
he delivered little Robert in 
the back of his 4x4 in the car 
park outside Homebase in 
Newmarket. 

He said: “The Fullers have 
farmed at Spinney since 
1892 and recently I took 
over ownership of the farm 
becoming the fifth genera¬ 
tion. 

“Hopefully ‘Homebase 
Bert’ will become the sixth!” 

The new cider is being 


launched at a party at the 
Five Miles from Anywhere 
No Hurry Inn, in Upware, on 
Friday, March 18. 

The fun kicks off at 7pm 
and will include music from 
local band the Ouse Valley 
Singles Club. 

All three ciders will be 
on sale at £2.30 a pint for 
one night only and eve¬ 
ryone is invited.

Black is the new grey 
at dog rescue centre

IN a remote corner of the Suffolk 
countryside live Robbie, Jon, Nigel, 
Cilia, Bryn and Lucy. 

All are black greyhounds looking 
for new homes with the help of The 
All Black Greys kennels in Sedge Fen 
near Lakenheath. 

Since 2003, Janine Pettifor and 
Ann Raymond have been rehoming 
greyhounds in the county, mainly 
from trainers and owners using the 
greyhound track at Mildenhall. 

But for the first time, the volun¬ 
teers have decided they will focus 
their attention on black greyhounds 
who they say are overlooked due to 
their size and “being not so cute”. 

The pair met when they were both 
kennel hands at the nearby Milden¬ 
hall Stadium, known for its grey¬ 
hound racing, and then fell into re¬ 
homing, which they have now been 
doing since 2003. 

Janine said: “We have always loved 
greyhounds. There is so much more 
to them than just racing around the 
track. 

“The black issue is something that 
has been going on for years. We felt 
sorry for the ones that just get left be¬ 
hind. 

“People are just automatically at¬ 
tracted to a ‘prettier’ colour.” 

Ann, who runs dog shows in the lo¬ 
cal area, said she urges prospective 
adopters to look for the dog’s person¬ 
alities. 

She said: “Greyhounds are doc¬ 
ile, affectionate and very easygoing. 
They are gentle and cuddly. People 
call them a lOOmph couch potato. 
They race for a space on the sofa and 
then they don’t move. 

“Just because the black grey¬ 
hounds are so big it doesn’t mean 



they’re not gentle. Once you get past 
the long legs and ribs, they are lovely 
dogs. 

“People just look past black grey¬ 
hounds and look at the brindles or 
blues. They see black greyhounds as 
being somehow more miserable and 
grumpy, especially when they are 
going grey. 

“We decided to have a change and 
have a go at becoming an all black 
centre. 

“People come with pre-concep¬ 
tions but if you come here you know 
what you’re going to get. 

“We want people to look at them 
for their personalities, not just what 
they look like. 

“And when you get them in their 
new homes, they shine.” 

Last year, The All Black Greys re- 
homed around 50 dogs. So far this 
year, they have already rehomed at 
least 10. 

They work with the Retired Grey¬ 
hound Trust, meaning dogs can be 
moved around centres to give them 


a better chance at being rehomed. 

Some of their dogs have also been 
taken into schools to be used as 
reading dogs because they are so 
tolerant, or to get children used to 
being around animals. 

Despite becoming an all black 
centre, Ann says they are “not prej¬ 
udiced” and will still welcome any 
greyhound. 

She said: “We will not turn any dog 
away. Being part of the Greyhound 
Trust means that we can move dogs 
around the country. 

“If they have been at one centre for 
a while, they can move somewhere 
else and see if they are luckier - and 
people always know that we will take 
the blacks!” 

A total of 15 greyhounds are cur¬ 
rently staying at the centre and Ann 
and Janine have ten dogs of their 
own between them. 

Each rehomed greyhound leaves 
with a lead, muzzle and coat, they 
are fully vaccinated and micro- 
chipped, and come with four weeks 
of insurance. 

Ann and Janine are also happy to 
stay in touch with new owners to 
give them support over the phone. 

Janine said: “We want people to 
see that black is the new grey. 

“We want people to give them a 
chance and look past any miscon¬ 
ceptions. 

“You could not wish for a more 
family orientated dog that will love 
you to bits.” 

The All Black Greyhounds hope 
to continue to grow as time goes on, 
and also hope that other branches 
will look at embracing black grey¬ 
hounds.

Man, 53, tried 
to meet boy, 15 
court is told 


A 53-YEAR-OLD Newmarket 
man tried to meet a 15-year- 
old boy in a hotel room, a 
court has heard. 

Paul Duncan, 53, had 
made contact with the boy 
through an internet site, Ip¬ 
swich Crown Court was told 
last week. 

Duncan, of Mill Reef Close, 
Newmarket, had previously 
been married for 20 years 
and was a father. 

The boy was groomed by 
Duncan via a website which 
promoted contact between 
older and younger men, said 
Jonathan Seeley, prosecut¬ 
ing. 

Although a meeting was 
proposed by Duncan at a 
hotel, it never took place and 
he was arrested when police 
became aware. 

The court heard that 
Duncan was in an unusual 
situation, having realised in 
mid-life that his sexuality

had changed, said Andrew 
Thompson, defending. 

Mr Thompson said that 
Duncan was still coming to 
terms with his situation and 
had expressed genuine re¬ 
morse for his actions. 

Although Duncan had 
chatted to the boy, who had 
responded, via the website, 
no actual contact had taken 
place between them, said Mr 
Thompson. 

Sentencing him, Judge Ru¬ 
pert Overbury told Duncan 
that it was clear that he had 
been aware of the boy’s age 
as a result of the online con¬ 
versations that took place 
between them and had cho¬ 
sen to ignore that fact. 

The contact with the boy 
had led to Duncan talking of 


meeting in a hotel room. 

Judge Overbury said: 
“Nothing specific of a sexual 
nature was discussed but 
plainly that was what you 
intented was to have some 
sexual activity with him.” 

Duncan, who has no 
previous convictions, had 
pleaded guilty to attempting 
to meet a child after sexual 
grooming between August 
27 and August 30, 2013. 

He was sentenced to 12 
months imprisonment sus¬ 
pended for 12 months and 
told he must sign on the 
sexual offences register for 
10 years. 

Judge Overbury made a

Higher levels 
of pollution 
at taxi rank 



HIGH levels of pollution 
have been recorded in New¬ 
market. 

A study found high levels 
of nitrogen dioxide at more 
than 250 sites in the east of 
England. 

The legal limit is 40 micro- 
grams of nitrogen dioxide 
(N02) per cubic metre of air. 

Research carried out by 
the BBC found readings of 
42 micrograms at the taxi 
rank in Newmarket. 

Dr Michelle Cain, of the 
University of Cambridge, 
who was involved in the re¬ 
search, said: “The problem 
is particularly bad in certain 
spots, like at junctions or ar¬ 
eas where traffic queues and 
cars are idling.” 

Dave Gammon, who runs 
Mi/Amigo Taxis in Newmar¬ 
ket, said too many taxi li¬ 
censes were being given out 
- but he said it wasn’t just 
taxis to blame for increased 
pollution. 

He said: “Some of the taxis 
being used are past their sell 
by date. Some should have 
stopped being used years 
ago. 

“They are the ones caus¬ 
ing the problem I think. It’s

not just about turning the 
engine off and it’s not just 
the taxi drivers - some really 
old wrecks are being driven 
around and they are causing 
pollution.” 

Mr Gammon said he regu¬ 
larly had his car serviced to 
get his emissions checked. 

A level of 44 micrograms 
was recorded in Cambridge 
and 52 micrograms in Hunt¬ 
ingdon. 

A separate Air Quality re¬ 
port issued last year by For¬ 
est Heath District Council 
showed that levels were 
“slightly elevated” in Bran¬ 
don, thought to be because 
of congestion from the clo¬ 
sure of a level crossing. 

However, the council re¬ 
port said levels in Newmar¬ 
ket were “generally falling”. 

It said: “Thorough moni¬ 
toring will continue and 
training is being offered 
to the taxi drivers in an at¬ 
tempt to improve their envi¬ 
ronmental awareness. 

“FHDC continues to work 
on the Air Quality Action 
Plan focusing on the im¬ 


provement of the air qual¬ 
ity in Newmarket and works 
closely with the Transport 
& Highways Delivery Group 
of the Newmarket Vision 
Steering Group to improve 
traffic flow through the town 
and ultimately the air qual¬ 
ity. Suffolk County Council, 
FHDC, the fockey Club and 
other agencies are all repre¬ 
sented on the group.” 

Campaign group Cli- 
entEarth has sent a final 
legal warning to the UK gov¬ 
ernment asking Environ¬ 
ment Secretary Eiz Truss to 
act on air pollution or face 
action in the High Court. 

ClientEarth CEO fames 
Thornton said: “Despite 
clear evidence to show that 
air pollution has a terrible 
effect on the health of vul¬ 
nerable groups like children, 
the government has consist¬ 
ently ducked its responsi¬ 
bility to ensure our right to 
clean air.”

SHOUTS of ‘exterminate!’ could be heard 
echoing around Burwell last week as a rather 
unusual visitor came to stay. 

A Dalek was spotted patrolling the streets 
- but worries the aliens had invaded the vil¬ 
lage were unfounded. 

Instead, the visit was thanks to James Sut¬ 
ton, who built the Dalek in his garage and 
was using it as part of a friend’s media pro¬ 
ject. 

The 16-year-old took the beast out to the 
streets - controlling it by standing inside and 
running, ‘Flintstones-style’. 

James said: “I have always been a fan of 
Doctor Who so I was looking online and saw 
that people had built their own. My grandad 
had always been good at building things and 
he was just recovering from an operation. 

“So we decided to do it together while he 
recovered. It mainly involved a lot of trips to 
B&Q and Homebase in the beginning!” 

James, an engineering student at Cam¬ 
bridge Regional College, built the Dalek from 
the bottom up, starting with wooden panels 
for the ‘legs’. 

The only electric used in the Dalek is for 
a voice changer, which runs on just two AA 
batteries, so that James can talk like a Dalek 
while he walks. 

The Dalek took ten months to build. 

But residents of Burwell were shocked and 
bemused when they spotted the Doctor Who 
baddy out and about. 

James said: “We saw lots of people who 
came out of their houses to have a look and 
take pictures. 

“The best was when we were having to 
push the Dalek down the road. There was a 
car at the top of the road and as they went 
past, their faces were just pure shock. 


“As they passed I made the Dalek head turn 
to look at them; their faces were pictures.” 

He also made the day for a group of boys 
who were having a sleepover. 

All rushed out of their house to come face 
to face with the Doctor Who villain. 

“People just couldn’t believe what they 
were seeing,” James said. 

In the future, James hopes he can secure 


a career in prop making. He has also made 
his own sonic screwdrivers in the past, and 
is now trying to make an old style Cyberman. 

But his mum doesn’t love the Dalek quite 
as much, as it has taken up residency in their 
garage at home. 

“She makes me keep it in the garage - but I 
am making a sibling for the Dalek at the mo¬ 
ment,” James said.

Pendleton given green 
light for Cheltenham 


VICTORIA Pendleton has been 
given the go-ahead to ride at 
the Cheltenham Festival. 

The dual Olympic cycling 
champion and Mildenhall 
Cycling Club life member will 
partner Pacha Du Polder in 
the St James's Place Foxhunter 
Chase on Friday week. 

Pacha Du Polder's trainer Paul 
Nicholls and a team of experts 
made the decision to allow the 
35-year-old the chance to fulfil 
her dream of appearing at next 
week's Festival. 

She said: "We have always 
had the extremely ambitious 
target of riding competitively 
in the Foxhunter as our goal, so 
to be announcing that I have 
achieved this goal is a truly 
amazing feeling." 

Pendleton focused her sights 
on horse racing as part of a 
'switching saddles' campaign 
which was announced last 
March and has been backed by 
bookmakers Betfair. 

The road to Cheltenham has 
not been smooth for Pendleton, 
with several hiccups along the 
way, but she gained her first 
win as a jockey on the Andy 
Stewart-owned Pacha Du Polder 
at Wincanton last week. 

She has been tutored daily by 
Alan and Lawney Hill, leading 
figures on the point-to-point 
racing scene, as well as champion 
trainer Nicholls and leading 
equestrian coach Yogi Breisner. 

Sir Anthony McCoy has also 
lent his weight to the project, 


though her emergence in the 
saddle has been criticised in 
some racing quarters. 

Retired seven-times former 
champion jumps jockey John 
Francome said Pendleton was "an 
accident waiting to happen" on a 
racecourse after she was unseated 
at Fakenham last month. 

But Pendleton said: "It is not 
a decision I have taken lightly 
- I feel capable of being part of 
that race. 

"The whole journey has been 
a remarkable experience and I 
have a lot of lasting memories 
from the last 12 months. 

"I would also like to add 
that I'm delighted that the 
Stewart family has kindly made 
Pacha Du Polder available for 
Cheltenham. 

"It's great that an owner of 
Andy's stature is putting his faith 
in me to ride one of his horses in 
such a significant race." 

Pendleton would compare 
completing the course at 
Cheltenham to her golden glory 
days in the Olympics. 

"This has been no walk in the 
park," she said. 

"It has been physically 
demanding. I've had to dig deep, 
but I never wanted to give up. 

"This is hugely exciting. 
There'll be a phenomenal 
crowd at Cheltenham and I am 
so excited. Getting round would 
be incredible. 

"If I get round on the horse 
and complete the course I'll 
feel like that's a gold medal."
